M an u factu rers of electrical equipm et 
have found it highly expedient to com ­ 
ply w ith th e specifications of the Fed- 
erad agency, and th ere arc few m ines 
now w here explosives are b eing used 
th a t an d n o t of the type ilm t th e Bu­ 
reau approves. 
B ut for all the safety w o rk th a t 
has been done, m ining continues to be 
the m ost hazardous of occupations In 
w hich large num bers cf w o rk e rs are 
engaged. 
In 1924, 2,381 m en w ere 
killed in coal mine accid en ts in th is 
co u n try —one for every 251,000 tons of 
coal produced.
